the oats is get­ 
ting ripe and they have a hundred and 
I one other thing* to do ut once. " 
According to Secretary Martin, tbe 
wlieut crop in Eastern and Southern 
Pennsylvania will tie of bumper size. 
Owing to the lateness of seeding, tbe 
cold 
weather last fall, and tbe late 
spring, tile crops are all a week or ten 
days later tban usual. 
I ii this district 
the crops are eapecilly good Tbe heada, 
from all re|>orts. 
are thick and well 
filled everywhere. 
In tbe northern 
and northwestern parts of tbs state, 
however, the yield will not be to heavy, 
and the crops in this section will not 
tie harvested in many instances for 
another week or tin days. 
Hardly any reports of ravage* by tbe 
Hessian Fly have been 
received thia 
summer. 
Just why the destructive 
little insect bas not been 6c the job is 
a matter of conjecture. 
It it thought 
probable that tbe extreme coldness of 
tbe fall just about the time wbeu the 
fall batch of eggs were laid, together 
with tbe lateness of spring, prevented 
tbe hatching out of tbe pesky bug 
Other crops ate just as good or even 
better than the wheat.

Commerce Judge’s Sente of Moral 
Obligation it “Deadened,” Declares 
House Committee. 
Washington, .July 9.—Henry D. Clay­ 
ton, chairman of the house committee 
on judiciary, presented to tlhe house 
thirteen 
articles 
of 
impeachment 
against Judge Robert W. Archbald, of 
the United Staes court of commerce. 
The report was unanimous. It con 
ttitutes the ninth impeachment of a 
judic ial or <tvil official since the foun­ 
dation of the government, and is the 
first since the impeachment trial of 
Judge Charles Sway ne, of the North­ 
ern district of Florida, who was ac­ 
quitted Feb. 27, 19U5. 
“The conduct of 
this judge 
has 
been exceedingly reprehensible and in 
marked contrast with the high sense 
of judicial ethics and probity that gen­ 
erally characterize the federal Judl 
clary,” the committee says in sum 
ming up against Judge Archbald. 
His business transactions while a 
Judge are held to unfit him for further 
service on the bench. A resolution is 
included formally impeaching him and 
requiring his trial before the senate. 
Your committee is of the opinion 
that Judge Arch bald's sense of moral 
responsibility has become deadened," 
says the report. 
“ He has prostituted 
his high office for personal profit. He 
lins attempted by various transactions 
to commercialize his potentiality as a 
Judge. 
“He has shown an overweening d# 
sire to make gainful bargains wit?; 
parties having cases before him os 
likely to have cases before him 
*n>\ 
accomplish this purpose he has not 
hesitated to use his official power and 
Influence. He has degraded his high 
office aud has destroyed the confidence 
of the public in bis judicial integrity 
He has forfeited the condition upon 
a h i 'h he holds ills commission and 
should be removed from office by Im­ 
peachment. 
“A judire should be the personifies 
Hon of integrity, of honor aud of tip 
rightness In his dally walk and con­ 
versation. He should hold his exalted 
office and the administration of jus­ 
tice above the sordid desire tt» aren 
mutate wealth by trading or traffick 
ing with actual or probable litigants 
In his court. He should be free and un 
affected by any bias born of avarice 
and unharniiered by pecuniary or other 
Improper obligations.” 
The rejMirt designates Representa­ 
tives Clayton; 
Floyd, of Arkansas; 
Davis, of We lt Virginia, and Webb, of 
North Carolina, Democrats, and Nor 
tis, Nebraska; Sterling, Illinois, and 
Howland, Ohio, Republicans, managers 
to prosecute the trial before the sen 
ate, A resolution to name these men 
as managers will be Introduced In the 
house. The report was made business 
for immediate consideration. 
The charges 
against Judge Ar*h 
bald, set forth In thirteen 
articles, 
range from his business transactions 
with actual and possible litigants be 
fore him to a trip to Europe, which, it 
Is charged, was given him by Henry 
W. Cannon, a railroad magnate. 
Favoritism to a railroad litigant is 
also int hided and in the thirteenth 
Count the committee finds that Judge 
Archbald “grossly abused the proprie 
ties of his said office of judge, was 
guilty of misbehavior and of misde­ 
meanor in office.” 
The penalty provided In successful 
I rn (touch men t cases Is removal from 
office and may Include a bar from ever 
holding any office of trust or honor. 
The senate, which tries officials Im­ 
peached by the house, has been called 
upon to act as an Impeachment court 
eight times heretobore. 
Judge Archbald was appointed as 
United States Judge for the middle 
district of Pennsylvania by President 
McKinley, on March 28, 1901. On Dec. 
27. 1901, he 
was 
recommended by 
president Roosevelt. He wa* commis­ 
sioned a United Staten circuit Judge 
and assigned to the commerce court 
by President Taft on Jan. 31, 1911. 


Republican Leaders Fear Defeat For 
the Party Unless Harmony Is Re 


stored. 
Washington, July 9.—A nation-wide 
movement to petition President Tall 
to withdraw as the Republican pres! 
dential candidate is being backed by 
a large number of Republican office­ 
holders, who feel that they face de­ 
feat in November unless the breach in 
the party can be healed. 
These men include members of con­ 
gress, members of state legislatures 
which will elect senators, state and 
county office holders and party candi­ 
dates. 
lf the movement to petition Mr. 
Taft to withdraw’ succeeds in gaining 
any volume, it is said, these same meu 
in the Interest of party harmony may 
ask Colonel Roosevelt also to with­ 
draw as a prospective candidate for an 
independent nomination aud permit a 
compromise 
selection of some man 
agreeable 
to both factions of the 
party 
It is the desire of the promoters of 
the scheme that a decision be reached 
before Aug. 5, when the Roosevelt fac­ 
tion plans to hold a convention in Cbi- 
< ago. 
The circulation of petition*, it was 
declared, would start within a week. 
It was stated 
that 
the 
movement 
would begin spontaneously In every 
state. 
The organizers are circulating 
blank forms of petitions and appoint­ 
ing supervisors who in turn will en­ 
gage canvassers to solicit the signa­ 
tures of Republican voters. 
The authors of the plan expect to 
offer 
practically 
every 
Republican 
voter in the United States a chance to 
express his opinion of Mr. Taft's can­ 
didacy either by signing the petition 
or rejecting it. 
The movement is in the hands of 
several members of congress. 
They 
are being aided by many of the ex­ 
treme Roosevelt Republicans. The en 
llstmant of the national progressive 
organization In the 
movement 
has 
been sought, aud it was stated that 
Senator Dixon’s organization was will­ 
ing to cooperate. 
information that the petitions were 
to be put before the voters be* ame 
known Monday. 
No particular person 
is authority for the statement, and 
members of congress concerned were 
unwilling to stand sponsors for It un­ 
til the movement was under way. 
In the circulation of the anti Taft 
petitions an effort will tie made to 
get them signed by organization Re­ 
publicans and others who have stood 
with the president, as well as by citi­ 
zens 
who 
have 
occupied 
lieut i a1 
ground. 
There will be no special ef­ 
fort made to get progressive Republi­ 
can signatures, as it Is believed that 
to confine the petitions to that faction 
would encompass the defeat of tile 
movement. 
The sponsors of the plan say one of 
its first results would tie to let Mr. 
Talt know if there are any consider­ 
able number of regular Republicans 
who believe he should step aside In 
the interest of harmony.

The working housekeeper's bands 
have many injurious influences to en­ 
counter, but the terr worst of them is 
the , constant 
Immersion 
In 
water 
Which dishwashing and other cleaning 
up Involve. 
Rapid changea from bot 
to cold water, and the fevers#, are 
very hard on the hands, the changes 
of temperature making the nails brit­ 
tle and scoring them with the ridges 
so often seen on much-used hands. 
The texture of the skin is also coars­ 
ened, while the soaps used In all 
forma of housework, being full of al­ 
kali, may so attack the delicate flesh 
about the nails aa to loosen them. So 
a proper care of the nails certainly 
means a proper care of all the banda, 
and It la easy enough to protect them 
when doing some forms of coarse 
work. 
There are heavy white cotton 
gloves for sweeping and dusting which 
cost only ten cents s pair. Before put 
ting these on. the palms and nail* 
should be greased with olive oil or 
vaseline, either unguent rubbed well 
Into the skin and all about the nail 
scarf. The gloves should also be regu­ 
larly 
washed, 
for 
when 
they are 
grimed with dirt they are certainly 
useless for beautifying purposes. 
With these gloves and s mop, dishes 
and cooking utensils may be washed 
without injury to the hands, or, lf 
preferred, rubber gloves could be used 
for the dishwashing 
The first care of hands Injured with 
housework begins with the cleansing 
bath, with soft water barely more 
than tepid, and the soap of a very 
good sort. 
If the wnt« r used Is hard 
soften It with a tensj>oonful of borax, 
and before using tile soap shave It up 
s r i boll It down to a Jelly. 
Get a 
cake of good old castile for the pur­ 
pose, and after the soap la dissolved 
pour In about half a cup of benzoin, 
stirring It well Into the Jelly. 
Begin 
the hath by wetting the hands, and 
then rub the jelly on them. working 
the hands together In the usual way 
aa when using soap. 
Wash off In one 
water and then rinse In another of the 
same temperature, drying the banda 
at mice on a clean, soft towel. 
Such a hand bath should be taken 
•very night before going to bed, and 
when the hand* are dry some unguent 
must be rubbed at once over and 
about the nall^-elther olive oil or vas­ 
eline, as hitherto stated. 
As numerous bathe, even with the 
best soap and softest water, are not 
always good for eensltive nails and 
delicate skin, It la wise to clean the 
hand* several times during the day 
with olive oil or palm oil; lf the hands 
Are well rubbed with either of these, 
then dusted with talcum powder, and 
wiped off with a coarse and yet soft 
towel, the aoli will be entirely re­ 
moved. Coarsened nails are much Im­ 
proved, too, by th# wearing of loose 
old white kid gloves, both during the 
day and at night, while the regular 
gloves worn should also be fairly loose 
and of a soft leather such aa chamois 
or doeskin.

movement to rechristen the 
party has been considered for some 
time, and at this convention delegant 
from ail the states are coming pre­ 
pared to take a d eterm in ed stand. The 
New York, Pennsylvania aud Nebraska 
delegations are reported to be practl 
calix 
solid in favor of 
a change of 
name. 
“The name of Prohibition party' is 
an unfortunate one for us,” declared 
Charles It. Jones, chairman of the na 
tional committee, 
“It is not a pro 
grcssive name and doe* not truly re 
fleet the party** character. 
We are 
progres-ive in all things. Of course, 
our basic principle Is the suppression 
of the liquor traffic, but even prohibi­ 
tion does not fully express that. 
“Our party is the original p ro g res­ 
sive party, arid at this convention we 
expect to ileal carefully and progres­ 
sively with ail the big political Issues 
of

time. 
For many years the 
movement to change the name has 
been grownig and in this campaign I 
would not be surprised to see the 
movement a suc< es*. The name ‘pro 
gresslve' really belongs to us.

Monmouth proclaimed 
himself King at Taunton, and de­ 
clared James ll hsd poisoned King 
Charles to gain the crown 
At one® thousands of Pinners, peas­ 
ants ard shopkeepers fl ick’ d to th© 
Duke's standard. 
They were aimple, 
honest, God fearing men who believed 
Monmouth’s promises and hated evil 
living. 
But no noblemen (except a 
few exiled adventurer*, etc.) Joined 
him. 
At 8edgemoor, In the early morning 
of July 6, 168®, Monmouth* troops 
found themselves clo*© to the King’* 
army. The Duke had planned a night 
attack. But in the darkness bls forces 
came to a wafer ditch ’hey could not 
cross. There, unable to advance, they 
were attacked aud routed by the royal 
‘ soldiery.

He was sent 
to London Tower, and was condemner} 
to death. 
He offered the King any­ 
thing to spar® him, promising to be­ 
tray his associates, chang* his reli­ 
gion—anything! Rays Macaulay: “He 
clung 
in 
agonies 
of 
supplication 
around the knees of th© King.” 
But 
Jam©* knew no mercy. 
Then Mon­ 
mouth wrote to the Queen, begging 
her to Intercede for his life, saying 
with better fervor than spelling: 
“I do abhor the thing that I have 
done.

I detest all those 
people who hive brought me to this. 
• 
• 
• 
I am an object of your pity, 
having been couseued and cheated in­ 
to this horrid business. 
• 
* 
• 
Your pralrs cannot b© refused, aine© 
I am bogging for life only to serve th© 
King.” 
Even this whine did not save him, 
though it was later reported that he 
was smuggled to a French prison and 
berain© “The Man in the Iron Mask,” 
yet Monmouth was really beheaded, 
July 16, 1686. 
Finding bs could not 
live, h© managed to go to the scaffold 
with soma show of bravery, even ad­ 
vising the executioner how beat to 
s«ver his head st one stroke. 
This 
advice made the executioner so nerv­ 
ous that he bungled the deed. 
So perished the handsomest, vain­ 
est, most fickle man of his time. 
A 
man unworthy to rule; unworthy to 
have led braver, truer men to their 
ruin.
